For 
some the die has already been 
cast with the result that over 
immense territory derrocracy 
has missed its chance of 
earlier realization. Weakness 
of purpose, ineptitude and cor- 
1uption — above all the set- 
ting of exclusive privilege 
sbove the interests of the com- 
mon man bas already 
proved democracy's undoing. 
But there are other rapid'!y 
awakening nations still on the 
threshold of fateful decision 
to be made by them or for 
them. So here comes the second 
query. Must the attainment by 
the peoples of full indepen- 
cence be necessarily accom- 
panied by the loss of their 
interna] freedom? Is there no 
way to ensure their materia! 
and cultural progress than by 
subjecting them to the ruthless 
efficiency of a dictatorial re- 
gite? Would not progress th 
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A synthetic and harmonious 
solution of the problem entails 
on both sides courageous fore- 
thought, freedom from preju- 
dice and wise restraint. These, 
apparently, are not easily 
forthcoming. A sense of super- 
jority, b6rn of a privileged po- 
sition enjoyed without chal- 
lenge for a considerable length 
of time, dies hard and is not 
quickly discarded. Insistence 
cn legal right is not always 
mitigated by regard for ge- 


on economic rationalism — on 
the assumed indispensabilit 
of outside assistance or on the 
inexorability of economic 
logic. The part played in the 
counsels of poorer and weaker 
states by their own apprecia- 
tion of what is their funda- 
mental national interest and 
by considerations of nationa! 
pride and self-esteem is under- 
estimated. That ome can be 


be achieved by the sacrifice . 
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to one another. 

Without ceasing to grapple 
with the burning problems of 
security and of resistance to 
aggression, the United Nations 
should increasingly address its 
attention to the fundamental 
iasue of the survival of man 
and his chances of a better 
life. It is by striking at the 
roots of the basic problems of 
food and shelter, health and 
education, that the United Na- 
tions may succeed in provid- 
ing that common denominator 
for all mankind which will in 
the course of time prevail 
against the cleavages of politi- 
cal systems or cultural tradi- 
tions. The only way, incidental- 
ly, of bringing the dissidents 
back to the fold of common 
international endeavour is by 
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to be brothers. Humanity's sur- 
vival entails a concerted effort 
on the part of the United Na- 
tions in all fields—political,
